a. The Special Projects Division of the Cl Staff was 
established for the primary purpose of handling 
highly sensitive projects approved by you. 

b. In order to carry out such projects and preserve the

U. It is iry belief that you should have the right to authorize 
blanket waivers for highly sensitive projects and that you determine In 
each case whether to consult with the DD/S on the desirability of 
participation by individual support elements.
